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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

2. Reasons for Examiner's Amendment 

Claim 33 has been cancelled as being wholly redundant (to claim 38).

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 33 has been cancelled. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose the recited multilayer laminates comprising one or 
more polyester layers coated with polyallylamine on at least one surface and at least one polymer 
layers, said polymers being specified or being selected from the recited Markush groups, wherein 
the laminates: (1) comprise a five layer structure comprising polyester layers coated on both 
sides and three polymer layers (claim 13); (2) comprise a three layer structure wherein the 
polyester is coated on both sides with one polymer layer of ionomer and the other polymer layer 
is PVB (claim 26); (3) are part of the recited structural or glazing articles (claims 29-30); 
comprise at least one glass layer (claim 37); (4) comprise a three layer structure wherein the 
polyester film layer is coated on both sides with polymer layers on both sides of the polyester 
layer (claim 41); (5) comprise a two layer structure wherein the side of the polyester film 
opposite the polymer layer has a hardcoat layer (claims 48, 52).
